After many narrow escapes the smoke 


ordinance by which the municipal art league 


and friends hope to clarify the atmos- 
phere was passed by the city. council last 
night and will become a law on receiving 
the signature of the mayor. | 

In addition to passing the smoke ordi- 
nance, the council wound up a long drawn 
out session by passing three other impor- 
tant measures, to the accompaniment of 
Aying paper wads. These ordinances were 
the Grand Crossing track elevation meas- 
ure, the last important one of its kind; the 
ordinance. authorizing an issue of $4, 000,000 
in bonds to take up judgments, and an or- 
der on the corporation counsel to draft an 


ordinahee for the construction of a munici- 
subway. 


A narrow margin secured the ele for 
the anti-smoke aldermen, but their success 
was attended by the dire predictions of the 
defeated members of the council that busi- 
ness would be killed.“ 

In fact, Ald. Jones and Moynthan of South 
Chicago saw visions of the Illinois steel 
works packing up bag and baggage and 
escaping across the Indiana line, where 
they could make all the smoke they pleased 
and send it floating back toward the Eighth 
ward, from which they had fled. ’ 

Ald. Jones had a petition signed by 5,000 
residents of the ward, he said, against 
the ordinance. 

“Your 5,000 petitioners are employees of 
the steel works, aren't they,“ asked Alder- 


ma Werno, chairman of the judiciary com- 


mittee, which reported the ordinance. 
“ They probably, have signed it because their 
employers wanted them to.“ To which 
there was no answer, but considerable ap- 
plause from the galleries. 

Instead of driving business out of the 
city,’ declared Ald. Alling, this ordinance 
will invite it here. It will give business men 
a decent place of residence.“ 

Protest from Manufacturers. 

But there were Jeremiahs in the ‘council, 

nd they saw ruin to all business interests. 
In this they were inspired by a letter of 
protest which Secretary Glenn of the IIli- 
nois manufacturers’ assocfation had writ- 
ten to the city clerk to be read at the coun- 
cil meeting. 


Of one particular section in the ordinance 


Mr. Glenn said: 

The enforcement of this provision would 
make more idle men in Chicago than have 
been thrown out of work by any panic the 
country ever has seen.“ 

This section was the one giving the board 
of inspection to be established by the ordi- 
nance the power to demand that heating 
plants be reconstructed fm accordance with 
their ideas. Secretary Glenn declared that 
under such a provision the board would have 
the right to turn any plant into an experi- 
ment station. 


Filibustering Tactics Fall. 

In every way possible the obstructionists 
endeavored to obtain at least a postpone- 
ment. Three or four separate roll calls were 
taken on different motions to send the mat- 


ter back to the committee, to make it a spe- 


cial order for the next meeting, to have the 
ordinance and all its amendments printed, 
and on every possible motion the aldermen 
could think of. In every case they were de- 
feated by narrow margins, sometimes of 
three or four votes. ; 

When it finally got to a vote it was carried, 
86 to 20, but some ot the aldermen who had 
voted for it declared that it was “vicious,” 
“that it could not stand a test in the courts,” 
and that it could “ not be enforced by Divine 
Providence.“ 

A number of amendments were adopted at 
the last moment. One deprives the board of 
inspection of absolute power to say what 
shall constitute a smoke preventing plant, 
and gives an owner the privilege of putting 
in any apparatus which will bring the de- 
siréd result. Another provides that thirty 
days’ notice shall be given to an owner be- 
fore the inspection of his boilers shall be 
made. 

This last amendment, it is asserted, is at- 
tended with some danger. It is claimed 
that it stops all boiler inspection in the city 
for the next thirty days, as no plant can be 
inspected, even as to the safety arrange- 
ments, until the owner has received the 
thirty days’ notice.

NEW COMPANY WITH WIDE Pow. 
ERS INCORPORATED. 


Is Authorised to Buy Rights of Way, 


Build Railroads, and Enter inte 
Other Projects with Foreign Coun- 
tries—Large Capital Said to Be Be- 
hind Nominal Incorporators—Men | 
Interested; in Other Combines As- 
sociated Latest Organization.

Trenton, N. J., June 80.—{Special.]—-The 
United States- Franco trustees corporation 
here today with an au- 
thorized capital jtock of $2,000,000. The in- 
corporators are Newton 8. Finney and O. B. 
Thomas of New /York and James C. Fitzpat- 
rick of Jersey (City. The charter specifies 
a number of enterprises as included in the 
company’s objects, among which are the con- 
struction and »peration of railways, canals, 
wharves, reservoirs, tunnels, bridges, via- 
ducts, warehouses, steamboat lines, and pub- 
lic works of all kinds, | 

It is also specified that the company shall 
have power to enter into contracts or secure 
grants or concessions from any government, 
those especially mentioned being the United 
States and Mexico. The provisions of the 
charter have been taken here to indicate that 
the company has or expects to have connec- 
tion with the completion or purchase of the 
proposed Panama canal. 

Oscar B. Thomas, who ifs tioned as one 
of the New York incorporators of the com- 
pany, is a young lawyer with offices at 120 
Broadway. 


Big Men Behind Company. 


— 


— Another person connected with the incor- 


poration was seen, however, and consented 
to tell what little he knew about it on the 
condition that his name should not be used. 

He admitted that the three nominal incor- 
porators were figureheads, behind whom 
stand practically the sme group of capi- 
talists which recently floated the Nixon ship 
trust. The new: undertaking, ne said, has 
been engineered by John W. Young, who was 
also chiefly instrumental in launching the 
ship trust. Mr. Young is now on his way to 
Paris, having sailed a few days ago. 

The incorporation papers were drawn by 
4 Edward Woodruff, a lawyer, who also 
has offices at 120 Broadway, as has the law 
firm of Alexander & Green, which was men- 
tioned in connettion with the ship trust. 

Originally the new corporation's plans were 
merely to establish a financial institution, 
with offices here and in Paris, to do a letter of 
credit business with American tourists. 
That scheme was extended until the seope 
assigned to the new company in its incor- 
poration papers would, to use the language 
of the reporter’s informant, “‘ permit it to 
do any old thing.“ 

May Deal with Panama. 

A suggestion that the purpose of company 
might bé to take a hand in the purchase or 
the completion of the Panama canal was 
parried. That such might be the case ap- 
pears likely in view of the fact that Mr. 
Young recently returned from Paris and 
started for that city again almost as soon 
as the fate of the amended canal bill in 
the house became known. The new com- 
pany is incorporated with a nominal capital 
only, its rea! capital to be large, and most 
of the stock is already taken.

The last Mrs. Clarke saw of her 
husband was when he started up on deck to 
get fresh air. 

When Milwaukee was reached Clarke did 
not appear and the boat was searched. The 
man was not on board. Mrs. Clarke waited 
a day in Milwaukee then returned to South 
Bend, where her mother lives. 

Clarke and his bride eloped from South 
‘Bend six months ago. After the wedding 
they lived in Chicago.

With a flying midnight ride on a trolley 
hawser from the top of a tall oak to the 
chilly waters of Lake Michigan the sub- 
stitutes on the U. 8. life saving crew at 
Evanston were initiated into the mysteries 
of the north shore fraternity of life savers 
last night. 

Those ducked were Frank M. Gibson, | 
William E. Wallace, Isaac E. Springer, and- 
Ernest E. Anderson, who will begin regular 
work on the crew on Sept. 1. Since college 
closed the initiates, who are under orders, 
have been tipping their hats to the regu-. 
lars and making night patrols in sprinting 
costume to the Calvary patrol post, two and 
a half miles distant. Recently the candi- 
dates have shown a disposition to shirk the 
strenuous Jife, hence the ducking. 

The candidates were taken one at a time 
from their beds and forced to climb to the 
top of the tree. Then, with hands and feet 
tied, they were wrapped in a blanket, 
fastened to the trolley hawser, and let slide 
down the incline into the chilly water.. 


ADMITS MURDER IN ORIENT. 


Conscience Stricken Ex-Soldier Who 
Killed a Filipino Surrenders to 
San Francisco Police. 


San Jose, Cal., June 30.—{Special.]—With 
a desire to ease his conscience of the crime 
of cold blooded murder, William F. McAl- 
lister, a Philippine veteran; walked into the 
police station today and surrendered himself 
to Chief of Police Kidward, 

The case isa peculiar one. McAlister, WhO 
is 30 years of age, comes from Wheatland, 
Ill. He enlisted in the army during the 
Spanish-American war, and was sent to the 
Philippines in company K, thirtieth United 
States infantry. The man claims to have 
seen much hard sérvice, and finally became 
hardened and possessed of an insane de- 
sire to kill a Filipino single handed.

Bmplogers’ Point of View. 


In referring this proposition to the 
General Manager W. A. Gardner of the 
Chicago and Northwestern said: 

This railway company is a common car- 
rier, of freight and passengers. Under the 
law it must accept all freight offered to it 
to be carried, except’ the character of the 
commodity is such to make it dangerous 
to transport, or when forbidden by law from 
doing 80. 

Therefore, while we disclaim any wish 
to interfere with the proper functions of 
labor organizations, we cannot bind our 
company or commit it to any agreement 
whereby it is a possibility that, throughsno 
fault of the railway company, it may be 
made liable to the public for damages on 
account of its enforced inability to com ly 
with the laws governing common carriers. 

“This company recognizes all legal 
days, and in so far as legal limitations nd 
public policy will permit, it recognizes La- 
bor day, but there are every day services 
to be pertormed for the public in delivering 
perishable freight and necessary articles 
of food, such as milk, ice, etc., the necés- 
sity for which cannot be ignored. | 

This company has no desire to perform 
work Sunday, and it is eliminated in so tar 
as it is pragticable to do so. It sho itd 
be borne in mind, however, that the railway

ELKINS’ PLEA ROUSES HANNA. 


Speech Advocating Annexation of Cuba 
Gives Ohioan Chance to Score 
Foes of Reciprocity: 


Washington, D. C., June 30.—[Special, 

A speech by Mr. Elkins in the senate today, 
in which the West Virginian advocated the 
annexation of Cuba, gave Mr. Hanna an op- 
portunity to score those senators who 
blocked the reciprocity plan of the national 
administration.

‘countries. The resolution provided that the 
Cubans must take the initiative, and only 
after they had asked for annexation could 
the United States act. 

For nearly a century, he said, the annexa- 
tion of Cuba to the United States had been 
the ambition of American statesmenship. He 
pointed out that many distinguished and 
patriotic American statesmen, from Jefferson 
to McKinley, had favored annexation, and he 
thought the present was an opportune time 
to carry into effect the well defined wishes 
of a majority of the people of Cuba and the 
United States.

BIG BONFIRES ARE LIGHTED. 
Thousands of Huge Piles Set 
All Through England, Scotland, 
and Ireland. 


kor CABLE To THE cHIcaco TRIBUNE. 
LONDON, July 1, 8 a. m.—A rocket 5 
up from the big wheel at Earl's court ex- 
hibition was the signal for the lighting of 
the coronation bonfires all over the country 
last night. The view from the top of the 
wheel was weird and fascinating. On the 
edge of the basin of London miles away 
burned their wa 
through the black night when the ated 
shot up. The distant fire &emed to crawl 
flatly along the surface of the great plateau 
of solid black. In the middie distance the 
earth was studded with thousands of lamps, 
like a black star pierced sky. About forty 


bonfires blazed around London. Ocker hill, 
in Staffordshire, boasted’ the biggest bon- 
fire in the country. It was forty-five feet 
high and seven disused canal boats formed 


a part of it. 

About a thousand bonfires were kindled 
throughout England and Scotland. There 
were some enormous ones at Folkestone 
that stood 500 feet above the sea. The flames 
from them were easily visible from the 


‘coast of France. There were many: others’ 
at different points along the English chan- 
nel, which could also be seen from France. 


The largest of these contained 300 tons of 


Illumination a Failure.

that were to be lighted on the night of coro- 


nation day be lighted tonight, the idea start- 
ed this morning in London to illuminate the 
city tonight. It proved a failure. The fix- 
tures for illuminating purposes are still in 
place on Marlborough house and the bank of 
England. The latter, which has the most 
elaborate scheme of illumination in London, 
at once announced that it would only illum- 
inate if Marlborough, the Mansion house, 
and the Royal exchange,:which also had 
made elaborate preparations for illumina- 
tion, followed suit. 

As the prince of Wales did not order the 
illumination of Marlborough, there was little 
to be seen tonight in the direction of illumi- 
nations. There were a few private estab- 
lishments lighted up, but they were so scat- 
tered that they had no effect.

Between 6 and 7 o'clock a thunder storm 
broke the spell of fine hot weather. At 10 
o'clock a slight rain was still falling. There

the streets, as what illuminations there were 
only served to show more plainly the work- 
men engaged in taking down the Venetian 
masts lining the roadways. the carts bearing 
them away, and the half dismantied stands, 
many of which still bear large announcement 
of the prices of seats, and statements that 
they furnish the best view of the coronation 
procession.

Reports from the shops here, at Council 
Bluffs, Cheyenne, North Platte, and Arm- 
strong, Kas., show a general tieup. 

President Burt declared his company was 
not antagonizing the labor unions, and that 
the management of the road had decided on 
a Gxed policy of using the piece work sys- 
tem in all its shops. He said the system 
had been in use about ten days in several 
of the shops, and had proved satisfactory 
thus far. He expressed a belief that the 
men would all return to work in a short 
while, and that the whole matter would soon 
be settled. 


Say> Demands Are Not Wise. 

“If you were to ask me why these men‘are 
striking I couid not tell you,“ said Mr. Burt, 
We have a most excellent class of men in 
our employ and they are receiving the highest 
scale of wages paid by any railroad in the 
country. The car builders and blacksmiths, 
and, in fact, all of the employés in the various 
other departments are satisfied with the 
wages they are receiving. 

The demands of the machinists are that 
they receive an increase of 10 per cent in 
wages and that the company do not adopt 
the piece work system: These demands are 


10 per cent higher wages for thie class of work 
than other roads, and the piece work system, 
instead of injuring the men, will give them an 
opportunity to make more money. 

This strike is the result of work on the 
part of agitators who have no other means 
of making a living. I believe that after the 
men have had time to think Kk over they will 
see their mistake and return to work.“ 


Shutdown Is General. 


The order authorizing a strike affected 
few men in Omaha and Council Bluffs, the 
machine shops having been closed down Fri- 
day night. The men affected by the strike 
include molders and bollermakers, who have 
already struck, those who were locked out, 
and those who are expected to obey the strike 
order of the machinists’ executive commit- 
tee, 

Vice President Wilson of the machinists’ 
union is in the city, and Grand President 
James O'Connell is expected in a day or two. 
Chairmen of the boards of adjustment of the 
different branches of the trainmen were in 
the city today, but declare their presence 


A dispatch from Cheyenne states that a 
dozen machinists and their helpers, who 
remained on duty after the closing of the 
shops at that plaee last week, went on strike 
today. This makes nearly 700 men who are 
on strike or are thrown out of employment. 
Reports received at railroad headquarters 
state that the machinists at Grand Is . 
Neb., and Evanston, Wyo., did not strike. 

All the men in the North Platte (Neb.) 
shops, with three exceptions, laid down their 
tools “at 10 o’clock and walked out. There 
remain but one boilermaker and two machin- 
ists, who have volunteered to work, and t 
shops were closed for the day. 


Kansas Men Obey Order. 

Kansas City, June 30.—Sixteen union men 
and one nonunion man at the Union Pacific 
machine and blacksmith shops at Arm- 
strong, Kas., struck today. Sixteen non- 
union men and one union man and ninefeen 
apprentices refused to go out. 


B. and O. Shops Become Involved. 

Garret, Ind., June 30.—[Special.]—All the 
machinists employed in the Baltimore and 
Ohio railroad shops in this city will go or 
strike tomorrow. They will be joined by 
the boilermakers, blacksmiths, car repair- 
ers, and the helpers of the three crafts, 1,500 
men in all. The complaint of the machin- 
ists is that the company is extending the 
-plece work system to the roundhouse. 

The strike of the machinists at this point, 
unless settled, will spread throughout the 
shops of the system, affecting eight cities 
and involving about 7,000 men. Business 
Agent Arthur E. Ireland arrived here from 
Chicago tonight. He tried to obtain an 
agreement from representatives of the com- 
pany that the piece system would be aban- 
doned, or at least not extended, but was un- 
able to obtain a satisfactory reply.

The public school kindergartens have re- 
ceived another blow, and thie time it is the 
Chicago teachers’ federation that has struck 
at them. The federation makes the claim 
that the board of education has no legal right

1900 back tax money. 

Miss Elia F. Rowe, president of the fed- 
eration, to whom all grade teachers have 
been asked to assign their claims for salary 
losses for 1900, makes the assertion that this 
money must be used for the purposes for 
which it was appropriated in 1900 and not for 
any new purpose. If the kindergartens are 
entitled to any of it, such title is only to the 
loss of salaries suffered by the kindergarten 
teachers in 1900. The federation is preparing 
to’ assert this claim in the courts. 


Police and Firemen Have Claim. 

Miss Rowe, whd speaks for the federation, 
says also that, under the interpretation of 
the law under which the federation proposes 
to act, the policemen and firemen who suf- 
fered cuts in their salaries in 1900 have first 
claim on the $183,500 which the city will re- 
ceive as its part of the back taxes of nearly 
$600,000 which Judge Grosscup directed six 
corporations to pay into the_ country 
treasury.

OBJECTS TO CUSTOM OF COURT. 


Assistant State’s Attorney Healy Pro- 
tests Against Practice of Fining Hand- 
book Men $25 for First Offense. 


Assistant State’s Attorney Charles Healy, 
who appears for the state at the Harrison 
street police court, yesterday morning took 
a different view of how handbook cases 
should be disposed of in those courts, and 
went before Chief of Police O'Neill to learn 


his ideas on the subject. 

It has been the custom to fine a handbook 
keeper $25 on his plea of guilty on the first 
offense, $50 on the second, and on the third 
arrest to hold him to the grand jury. 

Attorney Healy, however, says that is 
not the idea the state’s attorney's office has 
of the matter. 

The matter came to a climax during the 
morning in Justice Hall's Court, when Ul- 
lam Hull was arraigned on a charge of oper - 
atiug a handbook. Justice Hall was told, by 
one of the policemen in the case, that Hull 
had pleaded guilty. Attorney Healy recom- 
mended that he be held to the grand jury. 
Detective Herts, who is at the head of Chief 
O'Neill's gambling detail, suggested that a 
fine of $25 should be entered, and the justice 
acted accordingly. Hull paid his fine and 
left the courtroom. 

In speaking of the affair, Attorney Healy 
said: ‘“ There is no rule nor custom to be 
followed out here while I am here. If there 
is enough evidence to indict a man brought 
out. in this court, that man should be held 
to the grand jury. I shall! lay the matter be- 
fore Chief O'Neill.“ 

“Had the defendant pleaded guilty in 
court the case should have gone to the grand 
jury, Chief O'Neill said later. “I under- 
stand, however, that he simply admitted to 
the officer that he was guilty.

Effort to Relieve Flood. 


The first systematic effort to relieve the 
flooded district’ which embraces -Grand 
Crossing, Dauphin Park, and other nearby 
territory was made during the day, when 
employés of the Illinois Central railroad 
company began to clear out the conduit 
under the company's tracks at Eighty-sev- 
enth street. 

This conduit, which was planned to care 
for all the water of the town line ditch in 


all the winter, and, as it is the only outlet 
for miles, the great suffering is charged 
to its condition. 

It seems that an office building at Eighty- 
seventh street and the tracks was removed 
recently, and the drainage outlet, which 
had been cut in the top of the conduit, was 
stopped with old tiesandearth. Last winter 
this caved in and choked the sewer. Yes- 
terday timbers were spiked together in one 
long pieee over 600 feet long, and, after per- 
sistent effort, it was forced through the 
pipe. A long rope was then hauled through, 
with a drag in the center. A gang of men 
was stationed on either side of the tracks, 
and they hauled this back and forth all the 
afternoon. The pipe was partly cleaned out, 
but not enough to relieve the situation much, 


Grand Crossing’s Plight. 

Meanwhile the water south of the ditch, 
which is held back by a dike, has risen until 
it has overflowed the bank, and is pouring 
into the Grand Crossing region, already 
floode&to the limit, The tide is Increased by 
a substantial contribution from the ditch 
which flows north in South Park avenue 
from the Belt line tracks. The water in this 
ditch co all the way from Washingto 
Heights, Chicago Heights, and Englewood, 
and meets a dike in South Park avenue which 
was built by 8. E. Gross several years ago 
to protect. his property in Dauphin Park. 

The drainage facilities fer this broad 
stretch, which are hardly sufficient in ordi- 
nary times, have proven inadequate for the 
extreme record of June, and the farms to the 
north and west are all under water. : 

The farmers have made a number of at- 
tempts recently to cut the dike and it is be- 
ing guarded by watchmen. The limit was 
reached yesterday when the waters flowed 


over the top in half a dozen plaees.

Corn on Change Greatest 
for Many Days. 


NEW RECORD PRICESMADE 


Advances of 2 and 11 Cents 
Respectively for the July 
Delivery. 


The effect of the deluge of rain which has 
been flooding the western states for nearly 
a week culminated on change yesterday and 
made a wilder set of markets than that insti- 
tution has seen for many days. 

New record prices on the 1902 crop were 
established in both wheat and corn, July 
wheat selling at 75 cents, and the same de- 
livery of corn to 72% cents. This was an ad- 
vanee of 2 cents on wheat and 1% cents on 
corn, as compared with prices at the close of 
business on Saturday. The scramble and 
excitement in the leading pits at the opening 
was so great that in different parts of the 
enclosure trades were made 1 cent apart. 


Weather Worse than Expected. 

The trade generally expected bad weather, 
but it was hardly prepared for a flood. Pig- 
ures posted by the weather man showed 
practically these conditions. Parts of the 
state of Illinois were soaked with a frac- 
tion over four inches of water, while in 
séctions of Missouri a precipitation of near- 
ly seven inches was reported as the record 
for two days. These conditions threw the 
shorts into a panic, and induced traders 


side of the market was 
studiously avoided, which made the offer- 
ings of grain come largely from those who 
had bought it last week and were satisfied . 
with a moderate profit. In the corn pit the 
bull manipulators appeared to be selling 
even mote than they bought, their opera- 
mone being confined largely to the July de- 
very.

Theoretically, wheat is ready for harvest as 
far north as the upper Kansas line, but little 
or no headway has been made in gathering it, 
because of unfavorable weather conditions, 
and the quality is daily undergoing a de- 
terioration destined to affect the future grade. 
It ig the season of the year when ordinarily 
bears are dancing with delight at the rate 
prices are being broken by the heavy inrush 
of new wheat to market. This year it is the 
bulls who are doing the Highland fling, for no 
wheat is coming. 


Springfield Reports Big Damage. 

Springfield, III., June 30.—[ Special. ]}—Unof- 
ficial estimates on the damage resulting to 
crops throughout central Illinois from the 
rains of the last few days place the damage 
to the oats and corn crops at high figures. 
The wheat still standing will be an almost 
total loss, as the grain was overripe n the 
rainfall began. In the river bottoms the corn 
is practically all under water and — he 
high ground has suffered extensi The 
oats has been prostrated by the torrents of 
rain, and great difficulty will be experienced 
in harvesting the crop. 


Great Damage Near Alton. 

Alton, III., June 30.—{Special.}|—The great- 
est loss of crops by the farmers in this sec- 
tion of the State as a result of Saturdays 
storm occurred in the American bottoms 
farming district in Madison county and in the 
Piasa creek valley in Jersey county. The 
Illinois river farming district is badly flood- 
ed, but as all communication is impossible 
the da e is not known. The damage to. 
crops in Madison, St. Clair, the southern part 
of Macoupin comnty, along the eastern bor- 
ders of Greene and Jersey counties, and 
along the western borders of Calhoun county 
can be fairly estimated at $1,000,000. In 
those sections of these counties where the 
storm swept the crops are a total ruin. The 
wheat was swept away, the oats laid to 
the ground, and the cornfields are washed 
out. Those * the highlands near the 
storm swept riet are damaged about 20 
per cent. 

Kisii Little Harm Near Cairo. 

Cairo, III., June 80.—{Special.]—The dam- 
age to crops in this section of the country has 
peen light, considering the severe wind and 
rains. The wheat crop has been harvested { 
and damage to wheat was slight. Corn suf. 
fered quite extensively, and ft ts estimated 

hat about 15 per cent of the crop is lost. 
The apple and peach crops were damaged 
to the extent of perhaps 10 per cent of the 
total erop. The severe wind of Saturday 
night caused most of the damage. The total 
damage to crops in Alexander county will 
reach nearly §30,000. 

Prospects Good at Rockford! | 

Rockford, III., June 30.— [Special. While 
the rainfall in Winnebago county for the 
last three months has been greater than for 
any corresponding period in ten years little, 
if any, damage has been done to crops. Re- 
ports from all over the country are that con- 
ditions are highly satisfactory, except that 
the wet weather may cause the corn crop 
to be late. Early oats in some quarters have 
been damaged slightly. The prospects are 
for large crops in this vicinity. 


_ Grops in Lowlands Ruined. 

Danville, III., June 30.— [Special. Heavy 
damage to crops in this county, particularly 
in the low lands along the Vermilion river 
and its tributaries, is reported as a result of 
the recent heavy rains. A conservative es- 
timate places the crop loss at $170,000. In the 
bottom lands at least 75 per-cent of the crop 
is ruined, much of it being wheat in the 
shock, which was swept away by the flood. 
Outside of the bottoms the crops are not ma- 
terially damaged and although much corn 
is down it is believed that favorable weath- 
er will save it. . 


Harm Nominal Near Moline. 

Moline, III., June 30,—[Special.}—While it 
has rained almost every day for the last six 
weeks, there have been no serious storms in 
Rock Island or adjoining counties and the 
damage to crops has been nominal. Oats 
perhaps, suffered worse than other 
crops, although rye and clover, being ready 
to eut, must have good weather or consider- 
able loss may result. Corn is thin on the 
ground and backward and weedy, but good 
weather from now on will serve to mature 
an average crop. | | 

Big Loss Around Kankakee. 

Kankakee, III., June 30.--[Specia!.]}—-Under 
present conditions the loss on corn, oats, and 
hay in Kankakee and Iroquois counties will 
not be less than half a million dollars, per- 
haps much more. With favorable weather 
there would a quick recovery and the loss 
would be materially lessened.

SUPERSEDEAS FOR BURNETTE. 


Illinois Supreme Court Stays Execution 
of Sentence on Man Who Figured in 
Attempted Double Suicide. 


A supersedeas was issued yesterday by 
Justice Cartwright of the Iinois supreme 
court, upon the application of Dr. Orville 8: 
Burnette, sentenced te serve fifteen years in 
the state penitentiary for the crime of mur- 
der. The supersedeas served as a stay of

Burnette figured in the attempt at double 
suicide last October at the Mariborough ho- 
tel, Twenty-second and State street. He 
and Charlotte 8.

structions to the jury asked for by the de- 
fendant.

TANGLE OVER RATES. 


Recent Concessions to the Baltimore 
Grain Men Arouse Similar Interests 
im Other Cenetrs and Demands Are 
Made on the Transportation Com- 
panies for a Readjustment — New 
York Suffers Heavily T Los: 
of Business. 


The request of the Baltimore grain men 
for a wider differential on grain rates from 
the west, which was granted recently by the 
Pennsylvania and Baltimore and Ohio rail- 
roads, has raised anew the controversy be- 
tween Baltimore, Philadelphia, and New 
York City as the relative amount of favors 
which these cities may claim from the rail- 
roads because of their commercial 
portence. 

Baltimore was allowed a rate of 1 cent 
less on grain from Fairport; O. (Lake Erie), 
than the rate from Buffalo to New York. 
New York grain dealers, when they heard 
of this, made complaint, and in.consequence 
the Buffalo-New York rate on wheat, corn, 
and oats was correspondingly reduced. 


Protest from Baltimore. 

The Baltimore chamber of commerce has 
now made a further request for a reduction 
to Baltimore to give that port the advan- 
tage, and this, it is expected, the Baltimore 
and Ohio will grant. 

Meanwhile New York sees its export trade 
decline month by month, the decrease for 
the first five months of the present year 
amounting to $29,000,000 over the same 
period last year. The import trade showed 
a decrease of $66,000,000, and these figures 
are said to be out of proportion to the de- 
crease for the whole country.

ENOUGH IS ENOUGH. 

It is no slander to say that June was a 
wet month. No one particular spasm of 
rain, it is true, was quite equal to that cele- 
brated cloudburst at Alexandria, La., in 
June, 1886, when 21.4 inches of water fell 
Nor is the wetness 
we have experienced quite worthy to be com-

or “State of City’s Health,” seems to be 
most admirable. Despite low temperature, 
‘chilling winds, and persistent rainfalls, the 
death rate for the month will not be higher 
than 12.90. In June, 1901, it was only 12.47, 
| but 1001 was a record year for healthfulness, 
It is interesting to notice that the high 
temperature of the 12th of the month had 
a marked effect on the death rate of children, 
and that Derby day contributed largely 
te the prevalence of catarrhal and bronchial 
affections. The interestingness of these two 
facts, however, is nothing compared with the 
interestingness of this further fact—that al- 
ready three boys of from 14 to 17 years of 
age have immolated themselves on the altar 
of Fourth of July patriotism. In two cases 
it was the toy pistol. In the other it was 
the shotgun. In all three cases the imme- 
diate cause of death was tetanus. Nat- 
urally, the health department feels annoyed. 
What is the use of trying to keep the death 
rate down if people will deliberately and 
defiantly keep it up? Dr. Reynolds and Dr. 
Reilly can do something to stamp out diph- 
theria and smallpox, but they are powerless 
against patriocitis. It is the policeman and 
the parent who must look after that. The 
policeman must not let the boy buy the toy 
pistol. The parent must not let the boy use 
the toy pistol. Here are two musts which

THE COST OF A DEBUTANTE. 
A court in New York has increased the 
allowance of a minor heiress from $6,000 
to $9,000 a year. The mother of the young 
lady claimed that the former sum was in- 
sufficient to maintain her daughter in the 
manner of living to which she was aécus- 
tomed and to whicif she was entitled by 
her station in life. Her frocks alone cost 
$1,500 a year and would eventually cost 


A number of Chicago women have ex- 
pressed their horror at such extravagance, 
Some say a débutante can be dressed an 
$500 a year, while others place the amount 
at $1,000. Still another is of the opinion 
that there is a set in Chicago in which a 
girl must spend $1,500 on clothes if she 
would not be disagreeably conspicuous 
among her fellows. They all agree that the 
cost of girls is increasing. It would be 
interesting to know if the cost of boys is 
also on the increase and if the profit is pro- 
portionate to the increased investment. 

There will be some people who will be 
inclined to fulminate against the judge who 
lent himself to such extravagance. Some 
of the matrons of Chicago hinted that social 
order was endangered by the increasing cost 
of living for débutantes. The young lady 
in question is coheiress with her mother 
to a considerable property, The mother 
doubtless felt that it would only be fair 
for the girl to bear her share of their com- 
mon expenses.

It is estimated that Lioyds and other 
English insuranee concerns lost $5,000,000 
by the pestponement of the coronation. 
Tradesmen, restauratenrs, owners of 
statids, hotelkeepers, and others were heav- 
ily insured, some against the death of the 
king, but many more against anything which 
might result in the failure or postponement 
of the ceremony or the consequent festivi- 
ties. It will be remembered that the amount 
of insurance on the life of Queen Victoria 
was enormous, and that the fluctuations in 
the premium charged before her death were 
quoted as generally as the fluctuations of 
the stock market. ' 
There is no tnsurance of this character 
‘in the United States. The presidential in- 
augurations, festivals of the mutual benefit 
fraternities, and other occasions of the same 
sort, of course, entail nothing like the costly 
preparations which are made for the great 
festivities in Europe, but they cost enough, 
and make losses, when they occur, appre- 
ciable. There is a little insurance of busi- 
ness ventures. Maritime insurance is noth- 
ing but protection against the unforeseen 
dangers to which ships are exposed—stress 
of weather, fire, and the like. Similar causes 
may result in the failure of peace festivals 
or Grand Army reunions and entail losses 
on storekeepers or hotels. 

Expositions should afford a large field for 
insurance, if any companies can be found 
which are willing to engage in such risky 
business. The recent postponement of the 
St. Louis fair cost some persons dear. 
There will be sideshow men, exhibiters of 
perishable goods, hotel men, builders of 
cheap apartments and real estate boomers, 
and others whosé profit and loss in 1904 
offers a field for speculative but legitimate 
investment. It is surprising that Americans, 
who have covered almost every. phase in 
commerce and industry, should not have 
kept pace with the English in this sort of 
insurance. The life and health of a man on 
whose physical and mental welfare hang the 
carrying out of great projects involving mil- 
lions, or the success of great expositions and 
other Tae which may be interfered 


with by unforeseen accidents are, or ought 
to be, Insurable, and we may expect to see 
the insurance men of the United States enter 
the field in the same fashion that they have 
the life, fire, and maritime branches of the 
business,

It has been estimated that out of $100,- 
000 paid for 10,000 sacks of sugar in New 
York over half goes into the treasury of 
the United States, and that at current prices 


on every sack sold. The United States has 
boasted that it has redeemed its pledge 
to Ouba and to the world. An independent 
government has been erected, but the United 
States also undertook to stand sponsor for 
the new repuolic in its relations with the 
nations of the world. In) order to insure 
the protection of life and property and the 
payment of its obligations the United States 
compelled Cuba to embody in its organic 
law the Platt amendment. The basis of 
law and order and solvency are prosperity 
and education. Both are out of reach of 
the bankrupt nation which the United 
States brought into the world. 3 
The populations of the revolution ridden 


republies of South America are no poorer 


than the Cubans. They live from hand to, 


have no money with which to buy instruc- 
tion from without. Without property to 
lose or appreciation of the benefits of or- 
derly government they enter upon an in- 
surrection as readily as Americans enter 
upon a political campaign. History would 
indicate that the same fate is in store for 
Cuba unless the industrial prostration of 
the island is relieved. It will then be in- 
cumbent upon the United States to restore 
order. The semblance of liberty, which 
the island enjoys under the Platt amend- 
ment, and its economic dependence upon 
the United States, will be lost. If such 
should be the case the United States will 
be responsible; it will have violated the 
spirit, if not the letter, of its solemn pledge.

Excited Advance in Oats. 


Oats contributed largely to the bull ex- 
“* gitement of the day, extraordinary advances 
recorded in all futures in the course of 
lively speculative trading. At first the 
weather was the only consideration. Exces- 
give rains all over the country were thought 
to be even more serious for the oats crop 
than wheat. Harvesting in the southwest 
has practically been brought to a standstill, 
and in other sections where thecrop is stand- 
‘ing in water much lodging and rank growth 
ie complained of. The market opened wild 
on a generai rush of shorts to cover. A re- 
action followed under liberal profit taking 
by longs. Wrenn, Kempfner, McReynolds, 
and Hutchinson-Shaw were liberal commis- 
, gion sellers. But all the while the specula- 
tive undercurrent was decidedly bullish and 
‘investment buying was renewed later on a 
large scale; both because of predictions of 
another general storm and an excellent cash 
demand in spite of the sharp upturn in fu- 
tures.. The market closed within a fraction 
| of the top prices, the different futures show- 
ing a gain of 1%c@2c as compared with the 
Close of the previous session.

[AMONG THE NEW BOOKS] 


MODERN THOMAS A KEMPIS. 
„The Life of John William Walshe,” by 


Montgomery Carmichael. 

Mr. Montgomery Carmichael, whose re- 
cent book, In Tuscany.“ was reviewed a 
short time ago in these columns, again ap- 
pears as an author in the publishers’ cur- 
rent lists. This time the work is “ The 
Lifte of John William Walshe,“ purporting 
to be a biography, but in reality a bit of 
harmless pseudo-biography, concocted with 
considerable verisimilitude. Mr. Carmichael 
is supposed to be the literary executor 
of Phillip, the son of John William Walshe. 
The biography is that of the father by the 
son. It relates to the conversion to the 
Roman Catholic church of a young man, 
nominally a member of the church of Eng- 
land, who, by reason of a father’s brutality, 
is driven to run away from Manchester to 
Italy. He is delicate, imaginative, and a 
dreamer. At an early age, while in school, 
he encounters religion in a Primitive 
Methodist chapel,” and he tries solitary 
prayer and mortification of the flesh among 
the brambles in the sandhills. There he 
retires to commune when his father has 
been unduly brutal or his schoolmaster too 
ignorantly severe. In spite of whipping, 
scoffing, and Ill treatment, he pins his hopes 
as high as his imagination allows him, and 
for each Blow upon his body solaces himself 
with his faith in Jesus and the repetition 
of holy names. Even at that age he has 
glimpses of things his ‘companions know 
not of. An unsuccessful experience in his 
father’s counting room results in a flight to 
Italy. There, upon the streets of Leghorn, 
he encounters a strange man, to whom young 
Walshe finds himself unaccountably at- 
tracted: 

Then my father stopped short for wonderment, 
and the gentleman short, too, and came 


stopped 
| back upon him with three of his long, swinging 


strides. 
Did wish to speak with me, young ‘yentle- 
man? . My father’s answer was pecullar: 


<a 2 „Were you sent to meet me, sir?’ he 


tleman locked at him curiously. “ Who 
Be gre said, ‘‘ that I may not have been sent 
to meet you. Almighty God moves in a mysterious 
way, and chooses strange instruments in the 
working out of his mercies.” 

Thereupon is an interview, the result of 
which is perfect frankness on each side, 
and the gentleman, who is Lord Frederick 
Markham, son of the marquis of Clitheroe, 


an English Catholic who has lived for many 


years the life of a religious recluse in Italy, 
takes Walshe to his home in Lucca, and the 
young enthusiast finds heaven and haven. 
In the most delicate atmosphere of erudition 
and religious refinement, surrounded by every 
evidence of the religion of which he dreamed, 
but scarcely hoped for, among great shelves 
of books relating to the subject next his 
heart, in the beneficent presence of Sir Fred- 
erick and his beautiful young daughter, 
Walshe plunged with fervor into his religious 
studies, embracing with enthusiasm the re- 
ligion which was as water to the heart. 
Then follows the story of his adoption of 
the Roman Catholic faith, his espousal of 
Sir Frederick’s daughter, his marriage, the 
birth of his two sons, coincident with the 
death of their mother. Sir Frederick had 
died before his daughter. Walshe then be- 
gins his sacrificia! life. Having inherited his 
father’s and Sir Frederick’s wealth, he re- 
tains barely enough to educate and maintain 
hig sons and himself. The rest goes in char- 
ity. Every hour of the day and most of the 
hours of the night are given up to prayer, 
supplication, sacrifice, mortification, study of 
the divine word, or the fathers’ writings. He 
stops not short of the limits of fasts, and self- 
punishment of the most painful kind is given. 
All this time he has been the subjects of 
rapts and exaltations, sees visions and hears 


voices. He goes into trances and generally 


leach the life of a medieval ascetic amid 

surroundings. Finally he passes 
away in the odor of sanctity, as some old 
saint might have done. The book is peculiar. 
It is as though a chastened Huysmans,

ple who are weak. Hardly anything, I think, 
could be worse than that, and I find myself utterly 


without any such motive as you attribute to me, 


for Iam myself one of God's untortunates and 
I know how bitterly the weak suffer when the 


strong are inconsiderate of their weakness. Will 
you not observe that it is a real brotherhood of 
white men and black men which I have declared 


that we must always aim at in all we do about the 
south? And will you not credit me at least with 
honesty in the conviction which it took me years

respect and, above all, of hope. Mr. Brown 
does, indeed, declare that to educate both 
races up to the limit of their capacities is, of 
course, the complete idenl. But the sting 
of what he says is in the doubt he expresses 
as to the educability of the colored race. 
“We know,” he says, what there is to 


gain by educating white men of English , 


stocks; we do not know how much there is 
to gain by educating a large negro popula- 
That is to say, Mr. Brown's words 
imply, if they, mean anything, that it were 
perhaps better on the whole to leave the 
great mass of the colored people without 
education. 

And in the final word of his book—with a 
strange obtuseness to others’ sensibilities— 
the author seeks to brand upon the brow of 
the colored race—who constitute one-half the 
population of the south—this rhetorical stig- 
ma: Africa still mocks America from her 


jungles. 

“* Still,’ she jeers, with the dense dark- 
ness of my ignorance I confound your en- 
lightenment. Still, with my sloth I weigh 
down the arms of your industry. Still, with 
my supineness I hang upon the wings of 
your aspiration. And in the heart of your 
imperial young republic P have planted, sure 


and deep, the misery of this ancient curse I 
bear.“ 


Now, this kind of curseful jeer and taunt 
Hung into the faces of the whole colored 
race, born and bred in America, 16 as little 
in accord with good policy as it is with any 
sort of Christian good breeding. It was not 
like Mr. Brown to indulge in it. It was a 
mistake to insert it as the last and culminat- 
ing word of his book. In any future editions 
he will do well toomitit. He is himself sensi- 
tive to criticism; he should remember that 
others, too, are sensitive to scorn and re- 
proach.,—[Literary Editor of Tum TRIBUNE. ] 


HAS MERITS AND FAULTS. ~ 
“ Oldfield,”” by Mrs. Banks, a Good Book, 
with Some Blemishes. 

“ Oldfield,” by Nancy Huston Banks (pub- 
lished by the Macmillan company), is a de- 
tailed and curious. novel of the Pennyroyal 
district of Kentucky some time previous to 
the civil war. A town of friendly, simple 
folk, in which occur the inevitable vicissi- 


‘gifted with the 


tudes, has been depicted by the writer, who 
chose to select from that town—very prop- 
erly—the most pecullar persons in it for her 
characters. As in most well established, 
thinly settled communities the characteris- 
tics of the leading or notable persons are 
strongly marked. And Mrs. Banks’ per- 
sonageés are certainly extraordinary. Old 
Lady Gordon, a gluttonous, astute, arrogant, 
impulsive aristocrat, is excellently portrayed, 
and even more interesting is Sidney Wehdall, 
a widow, who made the living for her chil- 
dren and other dependents by traveling from 
house to house and disseminating the county 
gossip. Mrs. Wendall had the large mouth 
of the comedian and was, indeed, highly 
histrionic ability. . She 
amused her world and helped the people of 
her day to laugh, and her powers were so 
highly prized that she was invited to make 
regular engagements with the people over 
the country side, and her visits were paid 
for—not in money, but in good, baked bread, 
ples and cakes, vegetables, measures of cal- 
ico, etc. It is her daughter and the grand- 
son of Old Lady Gordon who furnish the love 
interest—and an idyllic love interest it is. 
Seldom may one encounter a dearer he- 
roine. Two old spinsters, daughters of a 
Kentucky gentleman,“ Miss Judy and Miss 
Sophia, are well delineated, they being of 
peculiar fragrance and quaintness. 

The author has one regrettable habit. It is 
repetition of a characteristic till it actually 
wears on the nerves. She surely should have 
given Miss Judy the power to make more 
than one remark, or else she should have 
passed by this inevitable phrase with merci- 
ful neglect. The insistence upon such imma- 
terial matters is annoying, and hectors the 


A gentle enlivens the book; and 
certain chap are made very fascinating 
with it, as, for example, the chapter in 


which Dorris, the heroine, clad in the old 
“book muslin party coat” and yellowed, 
heelless, satin slippers; takes a dancing les- 
son from Beauchamp, the king of Rome,” 
as he considers himself; and yet again, 
where Dorris has a beau.“ and her mothen 
sits upon an upturned tub with a broom 
across her lap, and shoos the children away 
that Dorris and her lover may walk un- 
disturbed among the garden flowers. 

Mrs. Banks may prune her next book with 
no harm to her style, and she may be little 
more bold and much less finnicky. Even a 
dull reader may grasp an idea after it has 
been presented to him Ax times; or if not, * 
may forego books.
